DEAD BODIES FLOATING IN THE 
PASIG RIVER. 


Line Now Established From Pasig to 
Manila and the Next Move Is Ex- 
pected to Be on Malolos, 
the Insurgent Capital. 


MANILA, March 15.—4:45 p. m.—The se- 
werest blow against the Filipinos was de- 
elivered by Gen. Wheaton to-day, when his 


brigade attacked and defeated a force of 


3000) natives at Pasig, inflicting a heavy iIcss 
on the enemy in killed and wounded and 
capturing 350 Tagal warriors. 

This evening many of the bodies of the 
matives killed in the battle can be seen 
Hoating in the Pasig river. 

The American loss, according to the re- 
ports of officers, was slight, the exact 
number and nature of the casualties can- 
not be given now. 

The Pasig River fiows from Laguna 
Bay to Manila Bay, and the town ts on the 
bank of the former lake at the headwaters 
of the river. 

The task whith Gen. Wheaton was set to 
accompiish has been performed. The Amer- 
icans now hold the Pasig River from lake 
to lake and our lines cut the connection 
between the rebel forces north and south of 
the River. 

The real objective point of the campaign 
is Malolos, 3 miles north of Manila. Pa- 
eig is almest the same distance east of Ma- 
milo. It was mecessary to clear the Pasig 
River of the rebels, cut off their southern 
forces so that they could not form a junc- 
tion with those about Malolos before the 
forward movement on Malolos was begun. 

This has been accomplished, and now it 
is expected that the march on Malolos 
‘will begin. 

It is the policy to strike hard and quick- 
ly, giving the rebels no rest until they 
yield or are annfhilated as a military force.

To understand the nature of the military 
Operations here, the character of the coun- 
try must be kept in mind. Wile it is cul- 
tivated as highly as any part of Luzon, it 
is not open or cuitivated ground in the Sense 
in which that term is understood in the 
United States. There are rice fiekis, but 
the country is juxuriantly wooded and the 
Woods dot the entire surface. 

In such country, with hedge rows that 
have in the course of ages grown into re- 
apectable little thickets, with little planta- 
tions that are dark and almost impenetra- 
bie patches of somber greenery, the ad- 
Vancing Americans have been constantly 
on the lookout for ambuscades. 

The artillery has been used freely, but 
OWing to the woods its fire could not be 
Made so effective. 

The Pasig is a sluggish river, about 100 
yards wide and W to 12 feet in depth, Its 
banks most of way from Manila to Pasig 
is covered with a tropical growth of bam- 
boo. Then the heat has been intense. 
Americans eannot make forced marches in 
this climate, and it was feared that Gen. 
Wheaton'’s troops would not stand the 
Sirain of the acltuve work they were calied 
upon to do.

He was commissioned a lieutenant after 
four months’ service as private, corporal 
and sergeant, and left the volunteer ser- 
vice in 1866 as colonel of the regiment he 
entered as an enlisted man. 

He was in all the great battles fought by 
the armies jn the West, including Fort Don- 
aldson, Shiloh and Vicksburg, and was pro- 


moted for gaNantry at the storming of Fort

At the close of the war, in 1866, Wheaton 
was appointed to the regular army as cap- 
tain, and climbed through all the grades 
until, at the beginning of the Spanish war, 
he was lieutenant-colonel of the 20th United 
States Infantry.

A MOB I DEAD. 


Twe Negroes Were Attacked 
by Taylorville Miners. 


WERE WITNESSES FROM PANA. 


AFTER EXCHANGE OF SHOTS THE 
' CROWD BEAT THEM. 


State’s Attorney Says That No More 
Colored Men Will Be Brought to 
the Grand Jury Owing 
to Their Danger. 


TAYLORVILLE, Ill... March 15.—Walter 
Finch, a negro from Pana, was ijast night 
killed by a mob in this city, mainly com- 
posed of miners, and Henry Merideth, an- 
other Pana negro, received injuries from 
which he i@ not expected to recover. 

The body of Finch was found in a corn- 
field between this city and Pana this morn"™ 
ing. Reports are that Merideth will proba- 
bly die, 

Finch and Meredith had been subpenaed 
to appear before the grand jury and ar- 
rived in Taylorville early yesterday morn- 
ing. 

The Taylorville miners were not at work, 
and the two negroes were followed around 
all day. Late in the evening miners con- 
gregated at the Burlington & Ohio depot, 
where the negroes had taken refuge. A 
quarrel resulted, and the negroes were 
chased up the track toward Springfield. 
Several shots were exchanged and both 
negroes were finally captured and were 
beaten almost insensible. Later they were 
taken aboard the eastbound train at Sharps- 
burg. At Pana they were removed from the 
train unconscious. 

State's Attorney Humphreys refuses to 
subpena any more negroes before the grand 
jury, and has notified those already sub- 
penaed not to appear, owing to the feeling 
against them. He declares that yester- 
day's riot will be investigated. The presence 
of the Pana negroes is said to be necessary 


for the grand jury in the investigation of 
several Pana murders.

MAGIC LANTERN OF REAL VALJE 


It Is Now Used for the Instruction cf 
Trainmen. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., March 15.—A new idea 

has been put into operation there by the 


Cincinnati Southern Railway for instruct- 
ing and examining trainmen on the mean- 
ing of train rules as applied to the various 
pieces of apparatus which form so hn- 
portnt a part in the successful operation 
of the modern railroad. It is called The 
“Murphy method,” taking ‘ts name from 
the originator, W. J. Murphy, of this city, 
superintendent of the Cincinnati Southern 
Railway Mr. Murphy has equipped the 
examining room at’ Lexington with an elec- 
tric stereopticon and a large number of 
lantern slides showing the signals, track 
and apparatus of all kinds used on the 
read. By projecting these views on a large 
canvas the trainmen are enabled to see the 
road equipment as it would appear to them 
in the daily routine of work. It has 
worked so successfully in examining the 
men on the Cincinnati Southern that it Is 
likely to be adopted by every railway in 
the country. 

W. J. Murphy, the originator, has been 
in the railroad business all his life, and for 
a number of years was general superin- 
tendent of the Erie road at Jersey Clty.

MRS. McVEAN’S APPEAL. 


Early in January She Told the Police 
of Being Persecuted. 

One night early in January of this year 

Mrs. McVean went to the home of Chief of 


Deteetives Desmond and asked a private 
interview with him, She said it Was a 
matter of the greatest importance. When 
informed that the Chief was not at home 
she said she would wait for him. When 
Chief Desmond reached home he found the} 
woman apparently hysterical. She ap- 
peared afraid of everyone and would only 
speak to the Chief when ehe was assured: 
no one was in hearing. 

Then she produced a big bundle of let- 
ters. The envelopes were all addressed in 
the same chirography. The address was 
printed in lead pencil, and the characters 
were all large and scrawling. The letters 
were all postmarked, showing that they 
had been. mailed in St. Louis. 

The enclosures were prepared in the same 
manner that the envelopes were addressed. 

hey were written on a cheap grade of 
note paper, and the full four pages were 
invariably covered. ere Was no signa- 
ture to a single letter. 

Each letter denounced Mrs McVean in 
the heartiest manner, and she was threat- 
ened with exposure and with ruin in each 
letter. 

Sometimes the letters were addressed to 
Mrs, Megraw, Mrs. McVean's sister, but the 
tenor of the letters was always the same. 
Mra. McVean appeared greatiy distressed 
while telling the Chief her story. She de- 
Clared there was no foundation for any ot 
the charges. She was so frightened at the 
receipt of the letters, however, that she 
had been driven to desperation, and was ac 
that time under a physician's care for ner- 
vous prostration, 

Chief Desmond was greatly puzzled. He 
questioned the woman closely, but he could 
detect no weak spot in her story. He 
asked her who her physician was. She re- 
yied that Dr. Fran Glasgow, of 3854 
Vashington bl., was attending her. Then 
she told the Chief that Dr. Glasgow had 
also received letters denouncing her, 

She had no idea who they came 
nor why they were sent. 

Chief Desmond was more than ever puz- 
zied after the woman left. He could not 
see any clew in what she had laid before 
him.

Mrs. McVean is the widow of the late 
Dr. Frederick M. MeVean, who died five 
years ago. She lives with her mother, Mrs. 
Megraw, and her sister, Miss Mollie Me- 
graw, at 4015 Cook av. It. was Miss Me- 
graw who furnished the police the data on 
which they worked. For a year Miss Me- 
graw had intercepted anonymous letters 
addressed to her sister. On Dec. ® a let- 
ter was received at the Cook av. house.

A TRAGEDY OF THE PAST. 


Incident of Mr. McVean’s Life That

There was a tragedy in the life of Mrs. 
McVean’s husband about six years ago. 
Dr. F. M. McVean was then a practic.ng 
physician in St. Louis. He had asa patient 
a young woman named Ethel Simons, who 
lived at 204 Washington av. McVean was 
then unmarried. The Simons girl became 
infatuated with him. One day she took pol- 
son. A note she left stated that she had 
taken her life because ner ‘Fred’ loved an- 
other and did not reciprocate her affection. 

An autopsy showed that she had taken 
arsenic and the Coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict of suicide. Dr. McVean was one of 
the principal witnesses at the inquest.

SHE TALKS ABOUT HER FATE.

GIVES HER IMPRESSION OF THE 
INSTRUMENT OF DEATH. 


Her Fin:] Hours on Earth Are Passed 
in Pacing Up and Down Her 
Room Gazing Upon the Hud- 
son Hills and River. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SING SING, N. Y., March 44.—Marthe 
Piace will probably be killed next week. 
She doesn't seem to realize her fate, but 
is almost hysterical over the thought that 
ehe may have to etay in prison for a short 
time. Up to Sunday she clung persistently 
to the belief that she would be pardoned. 

She does not now know her imprisonment, 
if she gets that, will be for life. She has 
only in mind a term of years, and she has 
not yet been disabused of this illusion. 

Sne does know at last that the object of 
the physicians who called én her last week 
was to determine the question of her san- 
ity. She understands this, and that her 
fate is dependent upon the nature of their 
report to the Governor. She does not 
know they have reported her to have been 
sane when she murdered her step-daughter 
in Brooklyn. ‘ 

This report has left little doubt in the 
public mind that Governor Roosevelt will 
not commute her semtence of death. He is 
eilent, but hia views are known. 

The anxiety of the approaching crisis is 
preying upon Mrs. Place visibly. Durin 
the past 48 hours she hag slept poorly an 
eaten little. For days back she has been 
too disturbed in mind to read, 

She passes the time sewing, lying on the 
oot or pacing restiessliy to and fro in her 
room. She has the range of two rooms 
her own and the one adjacent to it occupied 
by two men guards.

FAILED TO DO THEIR DUTY. 


Chairman Jones of the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners Will Try to 
Have Them Punished. 


Chairman Jones of the Board of Election 
Commissioners * stated Wednesday that 
there were over 100 judges and clerks of 
registration who failed in their duty Tues- 
day, and that he would cite them to appear 


before the Circuit Court for punishment. 

He said the condition of the records, the 
incomplete returns, and the fact that two 
primaries were coming, had prevented full 
investigation of all charges, and until this 
was done the Board would not publicly ac- 
cuse any individual. 

When the list for prosecution is made up 
it will be made public. 

“Complaints have not stopped coming in 
vet.’ said Mr. Jones, at noon Wednesday. 
“and Il intend that not one who has wilfully 
neglected his duty shall escape. 1 learn 
that some polls were not opened until 11 
o'clock yesterday morning. At others there 
would be one judge or one clerk or both 
judges or both clerks absent. Several va- 
cancies were filled from this office. 
we could we sent out and found the missing 
officials. Some had moved from their pre- 
cincts, some were disqualified by having en- 
tered the public service, and some claimed 
not to have been notified. Lists were 
printed in the papers and these excuses Wiil 
not be accepted. At other places judges 
and clerks assembled and they had neg- 
lected to furnish themselves with the neces- 
sary paraphernalia. The law says the 
judgies must come. to this office the day 
before registration and be so supplied. 
Many waited until yesterday. All these 
things caused innumerable delays and con- 
fusion, and were all clearly attributable to 
carelessness or ignorance of thelr duty, 
which ts no excuse in law. 

“I shall leave to the Circuit Court to 
determine their punishment.” 


PHILIP KEIM GETS HIS NOTE. 


It Was Hypothecated With John H. 
Vette by Charles Kuhn. 

Philip Keim was awarded judgment late 
Tuesday afternoon against John H. Vette 
and Charlies Kuhn for the possession of a 
$7000 mote and 1 cent damages in Judge

In 1896 Keim held a note for $7000, secured 
by a deed of trust on valuabie city prop- 
erty.

The plain- 
tiff contended that, as Vette had charged 
Kuhn usurious interest on the note, the 
lien was not good. This contention was 
sustained.

A Kansas Town Talks of 
Nothing But Mrs. Reynolds. 


IS SHE FIREBUG OR INSANE? 


CAUGHT WHILE MASQUERADING 
IN MEN’sS CLOTHES. 


For Months Atchison People Have 
Lived in Dread Because of the 
Many Incendiary Fires Started 
by a Mysterious Woman. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATCHISON, . Kan., March  15.—Mrs. 
Louisa Reynolds, who lies at her home 
suffering from a bullet wound inflicted by 
herself, is either mentally unbalanced or 
she is a remarkable woman. 

Frequently incendiary fires thie winter 
frightened the peopie of the town. Six 
buildings were set on fire in one night. 
Extra police officers were sworn in and 
Owners of buildings hired special watchmen 
to patrol their property at night. The fires 
continued and these men who were watch- 
ing caught glimpses occasionally of a 
woman and again of boy prowling and fiit- 
ting at night in and out of dark alleys and 
around barns and houses. One watchman 
would report having chased a negro boy 
from a building that he was evidently trys 
ing to set on fire; another would report 
that he gaw a white bo eye | to 
burn a structure and fired a shot at him; 
another would say that he saw and chased 
a white woman that was acting suspicious- 
ly, and the next wouid tell that he discov-

ered a negro woman sneaking in the shad- 
ow of a big frame building. It seemed at 
first as if there was an organized band of 
firebugs aiming to burn the town and that 
its members white and negro young men 
and women. 


Finally, a man who was watching a 
strange woman dodging among the shad- 
ows of the Methodist church thought he 
recognized through her disguise, Mrs. 
‘Loutsa Reynolds, widow, respectable and 
member of a church, A few nights later the 
president of a bank caught a woman ina 
dark giley with her face blackened and 
thought he recognized beneath the burnt 
cork the face of this same Mrs. Reynolds. 
Gradually the word went over the alarmed 
town that the firebug was Mrs. Reynolds, 
who stole from her home each night in dif- 
ferent disguises, sometimes as a negro boy 
then as a negro woman, a white boy and a 
white woman. But this was only a rumor. 
Some believed and many did not. None 
dared to charge it against her openly. 
Police were detailed to watch her home, 
but they learned nothing. 

Last Saturday yds Norman Barrett, 
president of the Atchison National Bank, 
Saw, as he thought, a young man prowling 
around his cousin's house. e caught him 
after a chase of several blocks and after 
shooting at him with his revolver. It was 
Mrs. Reynolds, sure enough, dr as 
aman. She begged to be let go, and 
when this was denied, she went with the 
officers to her ‘home to ohange her 
clothing. While in her room she took a 
revolver quickly from a drawer and shot 
herself. he is at her home in a dangerous 
condition, but may recover. 

She talked to a reporter and denied that 
she had ever set fire to a building or been 
out in disguise before Saturday néght. She 
wants to die and says she will kill her- 
self in spite of the doctors and police. Many 
people in Atchison believe that Mrs. Rey- 
nolde is innocent of incendiarism. Most 
people think she is guilty and that she is 
mentally unbalanced and deserves pity and 
help more than condemnation. 


Mrs. Reynolds is 49 years old. Her hus- 
vand, E. 8. Reynolds, was a contractor and 
builder. He was one of the most respected 
business men in Atchison. He died a little 
less than two years ago, leaving his widow 
the homestead, some money in the bank 
and several thousand dollars itn insurance. 
A few months after his death William 
Johnson, the 21-y@ar-old son of W. L. 
Johnson, a politician and proprietor of a 
book and wall paper store, went to the 
home of Mrs. Reynolds to paper her house. 

She fell in love w'th the boy, and the out- 
ceme of it was that she gave him in 

to take to Texas and invest in 

She was to sell out in Atchison an 
marry h'm as soon as he was settled in 
Texas. The lodge of which Mr. Reynolds 
had been a member learned of this and 
made such a disturbance about it that the 
father of the boy got the money back and 
returned it to the widow. 

Two years before the death of Mr. Rey- 
nolds his carpenter shop was set on fire 
and burned. No one suspected Mrs. Rey- 
nolds. A year ago the home of Mrs. Rey- 
nolds was set on fire and partially burned. 
It is a two-story house. Mrs. Reynolds 
lived up stairs. The family on the first 
floor smelled smoke before they went to 
bed. At 2 o'clock the next morning the 
fire broke out, and a peculiar thing about 
it was that Mrs. Reyonlds had not n in 
bed at all. Early in February of this year 
a barn used by Charles Barrett, Cashier of 
the Atchison National Bank, was set on 
fire and his horse and buggy burned. A 
few nights later five barns and a woodshed 
in one neighborhood were set on fire and 
burned. Each one had been set on fire at 
the rear alley end. A night or two after 
this a special watchman hired by Amasa 
Howe to guard his big icehouse, saw a ne- 
gro boy sneaking around the building. He 
fired a shot at the boy as he ran away. 

By this time every one was excited and 
scared. Norman Barrett, the banker. was 
one of the business men who went out at 
night to watch for the firebug. A week ago 
last .Thursday night he chased a woman 
who was prowling around the home of his 
cousin, Charles arrett. He caught her 
after a run through a dark alley and mud 
almost to his knees. It was a woman with 
her face blacked. He said to her: 

“Is this you. Mrs. Reynolds?’ 

“Reynolds—and me colored?” the woman 
said, and jerking her arm loose ran and 
escaped. 

A few nights after this the barn of 
George Loftes was set afire and burned. 
Another night Emit! Forbridger, part own- 
er of one of the big stores here, saw a wo- 
man he thought was Mrs. Reynolds go in 
the allay back of his home; the next night 
his barn was burned. Another night Georges 
Harouff saw a woman dodging in the shad. 
ows of the pillars of the Methodist Church 
acrose the street from his business place. 
He watched, and in the course of two 
hours saw her go away and come back 
three times, and each time she returned 
with a different hat on.

BARTENDER HAS IT WHO KE- 
FUSED VACCINATION. 


WORK OF HEALTH OFFICERS. 


Additional Patients Found Among the 
Colored People at Eleventh 
and Morgan Streets. 


The city health authorities are concerned 
over the extent of the smallpox infection 
from the case of Fred Gamble, colored, 
found by § vaccinating phys‘cians at 
Dieventh and ‘Morgan streets, two weeks 


ago. 

Two serious cases have developed and 
another in the same neighborhood is under 
observation. 

Wednesday morning Jacob J. Fechter, a 
white bartender living at 1833 N. Market 
st., was sent to quarantine. Fechter’s case 
is a striking object lesson to those who re- 
sist the physician's vaccine points. He Is 
employed at the southwest corner of 


Eleventh and Morgan sts., a saloon fre- 


aquented by negroes and the lowest class of 


females, of all colors and nationalities. 
When the physicians from the Health De- 
partment went into the neighborhocd, af- 
ter Gamble’s discovery, Fechter firmly re- 
fused to be vaccinated, though Gamble was 


known to have been in his place. The bar- 
tender, It {s said, advised his friends to re- 
sist. and as a result the saloon was re- 
ported to headquarters. Two stout-armed 
policemen were dettailed by Capt. Kiely 
to accompany the physicians, and they re- 
turned to the saloon. 

When Fechter saw the bluecoats he raised 
no further objection to the operations be- 
ing performed before his bar, but stead- 
fastly refused to submit his own arm. The 
doctors called for some water to dampen 
the points. Fechter stubbornly refused to 
furnish it, and after a parley the doctors 
and officer withdrew temporarily to the 
saloon across the etreet. Here the pro- 
prietor gladly assisted the health officers. 
As soon as they had left Fechter's place 
he closed up, but later reopened, when he 
thought the doctors had left. More po- 
licemen were called by Dr. Vogel and a 
lively scrimmage occurred between negroes 
and officers before the vaccinating wae re- 
sumed. 

To the last Fechter refused to submit, 
and Dr. Vogel left him. 

Tuesday physicians were again sent into 
the ne‘ghborhood, another case having de- 
veloped. Dr. Niedringhaus went into Fech- 
ter’s saloon. He asked Fechter if he had 
been vaccinated, Fechter replied that_he 
had not, and did not want to be. The 
man’s anpearance ettracted the attention 
of the physician and after ecrutiniz'ng h’s 
face and scalp, calmly informed him that 
emalipox hed appeared on him. Fechter 
was terror-stricken and willingly consented 
to be treated. He was sent to the old C'ty 
Hall detention ward. where he remained 
until Wednesday morning. 

Dr. Jordan Wednesday went over the vi- 
cintty of the saloon. At 10 o’c'ock he sent 
a hurried call to the Cite Dispensary for 
physicians and an ambulance.

CHEAP METHODS USED NOW. 


AN IMPORTANT WITNESS MAY BE 
CALLED TO TESTIFY. 


Packer Swift Contradicts Eagan’s 
Statement Concerning the Contract 
Made With the War Depart- 
ment for Army Supplies. 


CHICAGO, Ll, March 1.—William J. 
Wilson, former West Park Commissioner, 
and founder of the packing company 
which supplied the Brit-sh Army with 
canned beef during the first Zulu war, 
where the temperature was hotter than it 
was in Cuba or Porto Rico, may go before 
the war inquiry board before it leaves Chi- 
cago. The Wilson Company. went out of 
existence in 1885, and it has no successor, 
according to its founder. It ig said the firm 
was the first of the Chicago packing com- 
panies to go into the business of canning 
compressed beef. 

“There never was such an article as 
canned roast beef for commercia] pur- 
poses,’ said Mr. Wilson to-day. “It igs pos- 
‘#idle to can it, but too expensive to makc 
it practicable. Every bit of beef that is 
sold under the label of canned beef is noth- 
ing but bolled meat. Canned roast beef is 
a trade lie and that is al’ you can say for it, 

“I don't hesitate to speak plainiy about 

it, for the reason I bekKeve it will do the 
packing trade good to have this matter 
stirred up. 
' “T have some canned beef and tongue at 
my house which my company put up 18 
years ago, and it is as and sweet as 
on the day it was canned.”’ 

“I will not say whether the beef that is 
being put up now will keep as long as that. 
It does not look, from the testimony before 
the war inquiry board, as though it would. 
Competition has driven the packing com- 
panies to can their beef in‘a different way 
from that in which it was canned ten 
years ago. save money and time they 
have to use less effective processes. 

“When.the first Zulu war broke out I was 
supplying the glish Government with 
canned, compressed beef—not corned beef, 
but beef in square cans that had been 
packed by vacuum pressure. ._When the 
(english troops were defeated the Zulus 
captured over $100,000 worth of thie canned 
beef and ate it. I never heard of their be- 
ing made sick by it, either. 

“Seriously, though, during the whole of 
the Zulu war the Wilson Packing Com- 
pany shipped thousands of dollars’ worth 
of canned beef to the English army in the 
hottest country in the world. Out of all 
that quantity we never received a protest 
from the English Government about the 
beef spoiling. Some of it was kept in the 
tropics for months—and eaten—and there 
‘Was no cause for complaint from the Eng- 
lish troo It was not the same kind 
of cann beef that was furnished to the 
American troops last year. 

“This beef the American troops com- 
plained of, as I understand it, was in round 
cans. It was not what is known as com- 
pressed beef. It was simply boiled beef. 

“Business is business, but the lives of the 
‘American;troops are worth more than a few 
dollars, and I belleve the War ‘Inquiry 
Board ought to get at the facts. It ought 
to give some of thesé people a chance to tell 
their stories.

“Mr. Swift, in ‘his testimony before this 
board in its eastern session, Gen. Eagan 
said that he distinetly understood the con- 
tract of the Government with Swift & Co. 
to mean that the refrigerated beef would 
keep sweet and pure for 72 hours after 
leaying the refrigerator on the transport 
ship or the refrigerator on the shore. Was 
such your understanding?’ 

Mr. Swift set his ‘hands very hard upon 
the side pleces of his chair, and his pleas- 
ant. face was lined with surprise, perplexi- 
ty and quick negation. 

“No, sir! Such was not our understand- 
ing, nor was such our proposal. My vér- 
sion of the contract was that the beef 
would keep 24 hours with necessary pre- 
cautions, and that the army was not, by 
that understanding, relieved of the neces- 
sity for reasonable care.”’

He Will Plead in Extenuation the 
Truth of His Allegations and Defy 
the Court to Do Its Worst. 


James J. McInerney, editor of the Alton 
Sentinel-Democrat, is charged by the Alton 
City Court with contempt of that body, and 
he has been cited to appear before it next 
Friday and show cause why he dares to 
comment editorially upon the proceedings

Inasmuch as the question involves the 
right of a newspaper to freedom of speech, 
the whole people of Alton have become in- 
terested in the case, and are debating the 
issue with some excitement. 

The facts are that on Feb. 15 last the 
Sentinel-Democrat published an article 
taken from the Bdwardsville Democrat,crit- 
icising the manner in which a grand jury 
had been chosen in Alton, stating it had 
not been legally chosen, and that the ac- 
tion of the city judge in so choosing a jury 
rendered him lable to a charge of Violating 
the law. Upon this article the Sentinel-
